Requested to outline the plans 
of the Good Roads Motor club, H. 
B. Roach, secretary of the organi­ 
zation made the following state­ 
ment to a representative 
of 
the 
News today: 
“Knowing that it will take the 
concerted action of every one inter­ 
ested to establish good roads in this 
country and feeling that every one 
should be willing to do their part, 
the Good Road Motor club has de­ 
cided to try and secure the pass­ 
age of a law which is now in force 
in other states. This law would 
place a tax of one cent per gallon 
on all gasoline sold by dealers and 
distributors of gasoline. The money 
raised by this tax will go into a 
fund which will be used exclusive­ 
ly in the upkeep of the roads. 
“There is but one way to keep 
up the roads as we have them and 
that is to have a road scout or 
road hand on the highway contin­ 
ually, looking after their needs. He 
should be paid out of the funds of 
the county and the tax on gasoline 
will more than pay the expense. 
“We find that there are a nom 
ber of people in Pontotoc county 
who have no desire to assist in the 
building or keeping up of any pub­ 
lic improvements. They belong to 
the octopus family, or, rather, the 
blood 
sucking 
vampire 
species 
They desire to take in every thing 
and give out nothing. We are proud 
of the spirit of co-operation dis­ 
played by the gasoline dealers here 
in Ada. 
“We expect to visit every dealer 
in the county and endeavor to get 
their co-operation in this phase of 
the good road problem. We believe 
that there would be saved to the 
owner of the motor car taxed much 
more than the amount of the tax 
with every mile traveled and we 
feel that this is the best way to 
get at the raising of the necessary 
funds with which to do the work. 
It is estimated that this little con­ 
tribution will raise between $8 ,0 0 0 
and $1 0 ,0 0 0 to 
supplement 
the

commissioners and the Good Road 
Motor club." 


Running 22 barrels of oil in 18 
minutes, me Dig well owned'by the 
Carter-Nance-Laselle 
syndicate 
on 
the Burk farm, 
in 
32-5-5, 
last 
night surprised even the men who 
have been in closest touch with 
developments at the well and caus­ 
ed a near panic among members of 
the oil fraternity, most of whom 
had estimated the probable produc­ 
tion of the same in the neighbor­ 
hood of 500 barrels per day. 
The avereage maintained by thq 
well for tho 18 minutes* period 
indicates that it would make 1,780 
barrels natural in 24 hours and 
proves that it is one of the very 
valuable wells of the state. 
In view of the fact that the sand 
has only been touched, oil men are 
predicting that when the sand is 
further penetrated and loosened by 
a shot of nitroglycerine, the well 
will flow better than 3,000 barrels 
per day. 
This new discovery places Pon­ 
totoc county safely on the oil map 
of the state and is regarded as the 
forerunner of development on a 
magnificent scale. 
In making the test last night, 
a 
hole was 
dug 
of 
dimensions 
which would contain just 2 2 barrels. 
The 
conrtol 
head 
was 
removed 
from the casing and kept off until 
the basin ran full of oil. 
Just 18 
minutes from the time the head 
was removed, it is said the basin 
was level full of oil. 
In addition to the drillers and 
members of the Carter-Nance-Lasolle 
syndicate, several disinterested per­ 
sons from this city are said to have 
been present when the test was 
made. 
The oil which issued from the 
pipe is said to have been of the 
same fine quality as that which was 
taken from the well and found to 
test 37 gravity, the day the sand 
was reached. 
No evidence of water could be 
found in the oil which issued from 
the pipe, It is said, and it is prac­ 
tically certain that the well is in 
the same good condition it was in 
the day the sand was touched. 
A member of the Carter-Nance 
Laselle syndicate said to a rep­ 
resentative of the News today that 
the thousand barrel storage tank 
and additional casing are expected 
to arrive on every train, and in all 
probability the well will be drilled 
in by the latter part of next week* 
Other storage tanks will be or­ 
dered, in all probability, to help 
take care of the oil which comes 
from the well, until a pipe line 
can be laid to the nearest trunk 
line. 
Oil men continue to arrive on 
every train and scarcely an hour 
goes by, day or night, which does 
not bring an auto load of oil men, 
who have been attracted to this 
city by reports from Oklahoma’s 
latest oil sensation. 
Ada is experiencing the most ex­ 
citing time it has been her lot to 
pass through in the 
2 0 years of 
her history. The most staid citizens 
have caught the contagion imported 
by the peptlmistic oil men. 
Some o fthem look quite awkward 
in their new role but they are 
catching the step and will without 
a doubt make good.
